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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not provide for, nor suggests providing for a system or method to communicate a 
prefix limit from one router to another, and the other router suspending transmission of 
route advertisements once the prefix limit for that particular router has been reached. 
The routers keep track of how many routes they are advertising to a particular router, 
and if a route withdrawal has been noticed, then communicating more routes to the 
particular router until the prefix limit has been reached. The system is able to 
communicate an increased prefix limit without resetting a peering session between the 
elements, and communicating routes until the increased prefix limit has been reached. 
The prior art does not exchange prefix limits to the point that a second element 
advertising routes to a particular router will cease advertisements to the particular router 
once the limit has been reached, rather the second router will communicate all the 
routes, and the particular router will drop those routes past the prefix limit, or will require 
a reset of the peering session. For these reasons, in conjunction with the other 
limitations of the independent claims, puts this case in condition for allowance.
